drainage. ‘They were limited in. theit 
dealing with subsoil drainage to two cases 
specified by tho Ordinance, and theas 
were those which he had doalt with.

THE INQUEST ON THE BODIES. 

The adjourned inquest.on the bodies of 
Cornelius Pereira, Ho Yau and Ho Cheong 
waaresnmodat the Magistracy this aftera¢on: 
Mr Wodehouse presided, and the jury. wers 
Messrs F. EB. 0, Gourg, I. P, Mudar and 
J. E, Gomes, . a 

Tho following evidence was taken :— 

Chonng, Achi—I am tho wife of Kwok 
Ying Li, who is master of a passage boat. 
About 3 p.m, on tho 18th inet, I was sit- 
ting in my boat. My husband and a foki, 
my daughtor aged 13 and my son ngod six 
were thore also, There wero two coal 
coolies and the head coolio on board ho- 
aides. Woe wero lying ata wharf ot Lap- 
sap-wan diacharging coal. Tt was tho first 
timo wo lind beon there discharging coal, 
Tho bow .of the boat was cunnected with 
tho jotty by a plank. I was in tho stern. 
T heard’a noise on shore and on looking up 
aaw some prisoners who were fixbting with 
the Gaol Guards. They ware soar tho 
plank. The prisoners wero beating the

guards with carrying poles and the guarda | 69! 


fired their rides. My husband got frigh- 
tened and tried to pull the plank on board. 
He was notin time and the prisonera got 
on tothe plank and pushed my husband 
into tho boat. All the, prisoners got into 
the boat, They were chained together, 
Somo of: them untied the rope with which 


‘water was deap cnongh to 


the junk. was made fast-to tho wharf. 
Some of them came on board from the 
water. I and my husband tried to push 
them overboard but could not. They pall- 
ed up the aail and the boat began ‘0, moto. 
away. ‘I'here wore then on board myself, 
throe coolies my son avd daughter and. my 
baby. My husband bad jumpod overboard 
and also threo’ coolies. .The’ other three 
cvolies remained on-board, The prisonere 
put us gll-into the hold... When he had 
gone about threa boat's lengths from the 
shore a ateam-launch came, The prisonors 
pelted the people on the steam-launch with 
coal. I afterwards saw the prisoners taken 
on board the steam-launch. They asked 
me to uteer and threatened tne with swords, 
aaying ‘1f you don’t do it we will kill you.’ 
I refused to steer and ran away from them, 
and one of tham gave mes blow on the 
head with o stick. At the time the boat 
started the guards fired soveral rounds, I 
did not see any of the, prisoners hit, but 
T afterwards suw one of them lying dead on 
deck. We were not battened down. The 
boat wasstrack sovoral timos by bullets, I 
saw soveral of the mon wounded ; one of 
them with his jaw broken. 

Inspector Stanton—About 3.39 pm. on 
tha 28th FE was going to Aberdeen from 
Victoria on the Po Lung ferry-launch, We 
had gota little past the rook they aro blasting 
away acat the Slaughter-house, whoa 1 heard 
what I thought was oa rific-shot, We ware 
wollout from the shore. Tho shot was from 
the direction of the placa where the pri- 
sonera were at work of Kennedy Town. 
Lasked the master of the lhunch if he heard” 
the shot and he said he did, I then said I 


thought thoro was something wrong with } J 


the prisoners and asked him to rua in. 
He did so and as we approached I aaw 
the guards .running about, I eav some 
men on the bench where a struggle was 
apparently going on. When wa got in 
closer I saw there was a coal boat near the 
wharf and that there wero a lot of prisoners 
on board. Tlie sxila wera partly boisted 
and they wore still pulling them up. They 
were then a fow yards distant from the 
wharf, to the west of it, aud ware still 
drifting. . I saw no shota. fired on ahoro 
until we were close to the wharf, I quw 
aome turnkeys in o small buat trying to 
paddle by means of boards up to the junk, 
but although thoy got pretty close they 
afterwards drifted aatern again and went 
ashore. Thea prisoners were throwing 
pivcea of. coal at the occupants of..tha boat 
and threatening them with bamboos, This 
was what made them desist from appronch- 
ing the junk. , There was great axcitement 
amongst the. prisoners. Some were hoist- 
ing up sail and others were. throwing ‘ coal. 
As wo appronched they turned their at- 
tention to. us and begen to shoat.at as 
There wero three lukongs on the launch 
who came to my assistance; We armed. cur- 
selves with light carrying poles. We tried 
te hook on te them but could not do ao. 
‘The prisoners kept throwing coal at-us, 
Tha turnkeys who had been in the emall 
boat having gono ashore I, thinking they 
would have firearms, beckoned .to.them to 
come on board the Jauach, at tha same- 
time telling the master of the launch 
tu run alongside the wharf. Wo got tarn- 
keys Barringer and Lewis to come on 
board, and aa Indian and two Chinese came 
on board, .The tyrokeys had arma. Two 
Portsguese unarmed also came on board. 
By tho tine we turned to steaw after. the 
junk ahe was about 500 yards distant. One 
of the turukeya told me his revolver would 
not go off and he gave it-to me. It was 
loaded im tie or three chambers, but the 
cartridges looked ga if they had snapped. 
Tho pin of the revolver was absent and the 
revolver was useless, The turakey did not 
Roem to know how to extract the cartridges. 
The chamborg wobbled shout anyhow awing 
to the pin which keeps them in pogition not 
being there, It was the turnkey, Barrin- 
ger'a revolver, We continued to follow the 
Junk. I directed tho Captein to atest for 
the stern and try to knock -the rudder 
off We overtook the junk about ten or 
tyelyo hiandred yards out. We missed the 
junk’s redder atthe first attempt.

Foulkes in the water and Charleson on tho 
jetty. _ They were firing. as they weat 
along. |’Thero wore two Sikha on tho 
jetty. The turnkeys I should say were 
within about five yards of the pri- 
sonera a8 they were ranning to the 
lightar, and they were firing as they went 
along, the turokeys firing. from their 
rosolvers. and the goarda from their rifles. 
Tean’t say how many rounds were fired. 
There ia no count kept of the ammunition 
used. Some of-the ammunition was had 
and would not go off. I should say about 
sixty rounds were fired altogether. I saw 
two or three men fail on board the junk, 
but I could not ssy whether it was bocanse 
they were shot or not. I did not sea 
Poreita on board, Thad my attention fixed 
on the main body of the prisoners all the 
time.

FATAL ACOIDENT AT A GAMBLING 
. HOUSE RAID... 
THE POLICE SERORANT CHARGED WITH 
MISCONDUCT AS A CONSTABLE. 

My Wodehouse held an adjourned Ma. 
gisterial inquiry at the Moxgistracy this 
morning into the death of Wong Kam Teai, 
fishmonger, who ‘was killed on the 22th 
inst., by falling froma verandah during a 
police raid on a gambling house. The jury 
were Mesara A. da Silva, E. Pereira, and 
F, A. Sa. . 

Lam Sing, P.C. 236, said—On 12th inst. 
at 7.30 p.m. Sergt. Dunean and I went to 
the house No, 292 Quecn’s Rudd West with 
the intention of getting to the second floor 
there. There was no way to get to the 
socond floor except by 294, and we went to 
that ‘house.

Tamsui, 8th Sept. 1888. 

Another month of- very trying lot 
‘woathor has passed, but ne signs got of the 
N.E. Monsoon and cooler weather com- 
meneing. . Tho hot weather and cating of 
untipe fruit has caused .much sickness 
among the natives hero and at Tni-poh. 
Tho death rate at presont ia 20 to 30 a day, 
and coffins are already getting scarce; 
most of them attacked after eating a hearty 
meal'in the evening, are taken i] a few 
hours jater with violent purging and 
vomiting, and are dead tolore the morning 
aun rises; it surely mast be a choleraic 
disease, a3, in spite of tho great ‘cure and 
attortion our kind doctor has bestowed on 
those who asked for his help, only in very 
few eases was he able to save any. 

The Germian brig Kristiit Nilsson, with 
general cargo from Amoy, anchored out- 
aide the Bar on the 4th, but om account of 
liztit head ‘winds from S.E. was only able 
to come into harbohr on the 7th, being 
towed in by Mr Tan Ah-soon’s steam- 
launch ; she will load for Tientein, mostly 
samphor wood planks, and will return tia 
Chefoo.
